QUEEN CITY HEAVILY 

LOADED FOR TRIP 

Large Cargo of Freight Besides lllg 
Passenger List Leaves Cln. 
clnnatl Monday. 

What is said to bo the largest cargo 
carried on an Ohio River steamer in 
twenty-five years will leave Cincinnati 
Monday morning on tho steamer 
Queen City. The full cargo of the 
boat will approoximate 800 tons and 
will include the equivalent of two car- 
loads of bathtubs, eight carloads of 
soap, five carloads of baking powder, 
two carloads of pianos, several car- 
loads of paper and a large amount of 
miBcelleneous freight. Tho greater 
part of the, freight is consigned to 
New Orleans, with three of the larger 
consignments to be transshipped at 
that port for the Pacific Coast. Sonic 
of the freight has been brought here 
from Pittsburgh by river and will be 
sent on down stream aboard the 
Queen City. 

The boat will arrive in New Orleans 
for the opening of the annual Mardl 
Gras celebration in that city. The pas- 
senger list is unusually large, prac- 
tically all the staterooms, including 
those in the upper cabin, or "texns,' 
being engaged. Special parties from 
Buffalo, Pittsburgh. Cleveland and Co- 
lumbuB have arranged booking aboard 
the steamer, In addition to those from 
Cincinnati. 

Captain Henry McClanahan, of this 
city as Chief Engineer, will have 
charge of the engines on the Queen 
City. Messrs. W. H. Farwlck and Al- 
ton Schatzmann will he among the 
passengers.

The reports reaching Washington 
from the EI Paso region, while un- 
official, show clearly that the Juarez 
situation is full of uncertainty.

WHY MR OOMPERS PRAISES THE INJUNCTION. 

Mr Gompers has written more fairly, although not without bias, 
iu the American Federationist on the subject of injunctions than could 
have been suspected from his oral pyrotechnics on the same subject. 

He is wholly right in his. declaration that the injunction is not a 
measure of just" law when it prevents a citizens from doing a thing 
which is his constitutional right, nor when it commands him to do that 
v hieh he has a eanstitutional right to refrain from doing. If the pres- 
ident of the American Federation of Labor will but confine his future 
considerations of court injunctions to those phases, he will find lovers 
of liberty everywhere standing with him. 

, But Mr Gompers has not always planted his feet on the secure 
-round of Federal constitution in attacking particular writs of in- 
junction. More than once his assaults have been based on the allege- 
lion that courts and laws weer wrong, which implied, too, a lack ot 
integrity on the part o fthe Federal constitution. 

Mr Gompers' milder utterances on this subject result from th- 
granting by Justice Wagner in New York of an injunction against 
employers engaged in an undertaking to violate a formal agreement 
vith their workers. Labor was fully protected in this action of the 
eourt-tl.e verv power against which the president of the American 
federation of Labor had so frequently inveighed became the work- 
mans sure and sole defense in a time of vital need 

The la wis labor's best weapon of offense and defense. It is a 
pity that the workinginan has been so long learning this truth. H< 
can blame hisieaders for his slowness in arriving at the plain fact of 
the matter. Could all laws be nullified today labor would drop back 
into a condition from which it has taken centuries to arise. Let the 
toiler take more careful heed of the fighting equipment the law pro- 
vides for his every prop er need— St. Louis T imcB. 

INDUSTRIAL MOBILIZATION 

Under Secretary Week** administration, Assistant Secretary 
Wainright has been assigned to the great problem of industrial pre 
paredness. This is made plain in the secretary's letter to the senate 
and house military committees. In this the seeretary.not only is car- 
vying out the letti r but the spirit of the army reorganization act 
of 1920. 

Without any great expenditure of money Assistant Secretary of 
War Wainright is preparing plans for industrial mobilization which, 
in the event of war, would save hundreds of millions of dollars, and, 
as the secretary declares, would "prevent much of the economic dis- 
turbance attendant on the last war." The failure to pursue such a 
policy in the past is responsible for no small portion of the war taxes 
which are now depressing business. 

The task of keeping the country industrially prepared for de- 
fense is a never ending one. With the changing industrial conditions 
and the improvements in the implements of warfare, the assistant 
secretary of war will be required to make periodical surveys and re- 
vise the industrial mobilisation plans of the war deportment accord- 
ingly.— Army and Nav y Journal.

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Washington. D. C. — That the I'nit- 
ed States should not participate In the 
proposed Gonna Conference if dele- 
gates are present representing the 
Bolshevik Government of Russia is 
urged by Professor I'aul N. Mtllukov, 
former Minister of Foreign Affairs iu 
the Russian Provisional Government. 
This spokesman of a portion of the 
people ot Russia asserts that one pur- 
pose of the conference is to make the 
United States a burden bearer for the 
Itolshevlks and that the ultimate res- 
toration of normal conditions In that 
country will be delayed by giving tin? 
Bolshevik regime the recognition . in- 
cident to admitting its representatives 
to an International conference. He ad- 
vocate* continuance of the policy st.u- 
ed In Secretary Hughes' note of March 
25. 1921. In his presentation of iho 
subject Urofessor Milhtkoy says: 

"The Bolshevist rule is ne:iring its 
logical end. The material resources 
upon which It rested are near exhaus- 
tion. The gold reserve in Bolshevist 
possession i9 down to .almost nil. and 
they are unable, therefore, to get 
from abroad the supplies necessary 
for the support of their Communist 
Party, the Bolshevist bureaucracy and 
the Red Army. At the same time. Rus- 
sia, including the villages. Is in a state 
of starvation and famine, and the Bol- 
shevikl are unable to get supplies 
from the peasants. Therefore, they 
are badly in need of a loan. The loan 
they ask for Is needed for the upkeep 
o fthelr decaying machinery of dom- 
ination. Continuation in power 4s the 
Bolsheviki's only aim. 

"It is clear that Russia's return tc 
productivity is indispensable for the 
reestabllshment of normal economic 
conditions In Europe and throughout 
the world- At the same time, the mini- 
mum reforms required to make Rus- 
sia's return to productivity possible l« 
the rcestablishment of personal se- 
curity and legal order, which would 
safeguard human lives and property 
In Russia. In the absence of these 
prerequisites, none of the elements of 
Russia's national economy can be re- 
stored; neither agriculture, nor indus- 
try, nor commerce, nor the balance of 
trade, nor a sound currency, nor a 
budge. Under the Bolshevist rule Rus- 
sia will continue in a statte of eco> 
nomlc disintegration, sinking lower 
and lower. The famine, whic hset in 
practically as early as 1919. will be- 
come chronic. 

"The real solution of the problem 
lies In the confirmation of tho just and 
democratic American policy towards 
Russia, as expressed in Secretary Col- 
by's note of August in, 1920. and Sec- 
reteary Hughes' noote of March 25, 
1921. We, Russian democrats, appeal 
to America that this policy of friend- 
ship for the Russian people and of an 
uncompromising attitude towards Bol- 
shevism should be continued. If the 
Bolshevikl are naxious for Intercourse 
with the civilised world, the demo- 
cratic nations should present to them 
the following conditions as a prelim- 
inary to any conference- 1. The Bol- 
shevikl must agree to an Immediate 
abolutlon of terror and of the notori- 
ous 'Extraordinary Commission'; 2. 
Political freedom (freedom of speech, 
press and assembbly) must bo reestab- 
lished In Russia: and 3. The Bolshe- 
vikl must agree to Immediate free 
elections to a really representative 

assembly. 

"The Russian democrats will not 
cease to protest against spy Interna- 
tional measure which tends to 
strengthen morally and mater'ally the 
government which Is not recognized 
by the Russian people and whoso pol- 
icy perpetuates the state of starvation 
in Russia. Ignorance alone, or a hid- 
den sympathy with the Bolshevist ex 
perlment, can dictate the policy which 
would give a new lease of lift to the 
dylngf Bolshevist regime."

KILLED ON STAND 



Wealth) Somerset l.nnd Ouner Is 
Killed by Defendant on witness

Somerset, Ky.. Feb. 17. — A. H. Wil- 
son. 46 years old. a wealthy land Own- 
er, was shot and killed here Thursday 
by John V. Todd. 42 years old, a farm- 
er, while Wilson wiis testifying In the 
divorce suit of Todd's wife. 

Wilson had been named co-respond- 
ent by Todd In a cross-petition. Todd, 
his wife and attorneys were in the 
jffice of Judge William Catron, attor- 
ney for Mrs. Todd, during tlia taking 
of depositions. Wilson was being ex- 
imlned by Judge Catron. 

■Were you ever intimate with Mrs. 
Todd?" the witness was asked. 

"Absolutely no; It's a Ho as black 
as ever told!" 

The words hardly had been spoken 
when Todd rose from his seat, drew 
a revolver from his pocket nnd fired 
our times. at Wilson, a few feet away. 
Three of the shots took effect. Wilson 
lived only a few minutes and died 
without making a statement. 

Todd, showing no emotion and with- 
out a word of comment, surrendered 
his gun to a lawyer and was escorted 
to jail. Mrs. Todd fainted. 

The killing was the sequel to the 
tiling of a divorce suit by Mrs. Todd 
several months ago. The Todds, with 
their three choldren, living adjoining 
an estate owned by Wils<!n The latter 
did not live on this farm, his residence 
being on his fine country- r'acc St the 
nitskirts of Somerset.

between 1,500 and 2,000. 

Opportunities for instruction and 
discussion were offered In subjects 
ucnllng with livestock, poultry, pota- 
toes, home making, dairying and rural 
life problems. Lectures and addresses 
wero giver by banw prominent agri- 
cultural authorities as well as mem- 
bers of the College of Agriculture 
staff while a number of demons! ra- 
tions by specialists and personal ex- 
perience talks by practical farmeis 
helped to mako the 1022 meeting one 
of the best that has been held In the 
history of the convention. 

Chief among tho three night meet- 
ings, held for tho first time this year, 
was the one on Wednesday night, 
when Aaron Saplro, California, mar- 
keting export, told the farmers how 
co-operative marketing Is helping the 
farmers In many sections of the coun- 
try' eliminate some of the evlle of pres- 
ent-day marketing. 

Chief Interest among those who 
were attracted by the livestock sub- 
jects was centered around the lec- 
tures and demonstrations given by J. 
P. Phillips, president of the Birming- 
ham Packing Company, Birmingham, 
Ala., and the world's record beef 
dresser who has a record of nine min- 
utes and 14 seconds in dressing two- 
beeves. Other evcntB on the livestock 
program were adrresscs by George 



Wilbur, president of I lie Ohio Wool 
Growers' Association, Marysvllle, O.; 
Nell B. Jones. n veterinarian and spe- 
cialist on gwlne feeding from Wash- 
ington Court House, O.; Cliarlej E- 
Thorne, former director of the Ohio 
Ogrlcultural Experiment Station; and 
\V. E. Skinner, secretary of tho Na- 
tional Dairy Show. 

In one of their main meetings, the 
poultrymen heard C. L. Manwaring, a 
poultryman of Mentone, Ind., tell how- 
he was able to make more than $10,000 
a year from egg farming while the 
potato men confined their discussions 
to those on diseases, Insects and the 
certification of seed. 

Miss Sarah Loouis Arnold, formerly 
of Simmons College, Boston, Mass., 
and a noted woman educator and writ- 
er, was the principal speaker on the 
women's program. 
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As a result of increased interest in 
better business methods among Old- 
ham county farmers, lfi of them will 
keep records and books during the 
coming year, according to a report 
from County Agent Gordan B. Nance- 
They have started the work by taking 
an inventory of all equipment on their 
farms.
